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RACING GOSSIP. 

It will not be much of a surprise to see Barney 
Schreiber booking in his own magnetic way at 
the Indiana tracks before long. The sport at 
St. Louis is not what it should be. Bad hand- 
ling of good material is the reason. The racing 
in Indiana is growing better every day and the 
growth will bo sharper from now on. The man- 
agement of a race track, the stalls of which 
•shelter high*class horses, should cater to such 
turf tools. If its programme is badly made 
specials can be injected. As with the merchant 
so with the turfman. The $50,000 investment is 
entitled to earn five times as much as that of 
$10,000, supposing of course that stable non- 
sagacity doesn’t handicap its own. The racing 
at St. Louis is too common for what equine 
goods the Fair Grounds has on hand. Unless 
the caterer changes his plans the meeting, 
which ought to be a superb one, will grade off 
and almost fail. 

The leading winner among the Oakley owners 
up to the end of last week was Byron McClel- 
land, who is holding his own. He has won 
some $15,000 including the Derby and Losanta- 
ville Stakes, with Prince Lief and ('aesarian. 

Will W’ allace also has won two stakes — the 
Liberty and the Cincinnati Press — and these, 
with nine ordinary purses, swell the earnings of 
his string to $6,865. M. F. Dwyer is third on the 
list with $4,5(X) as his stable’s earniogs. Mr. 
Dwyer has won only one stake, the Sapphire, 
taken by Cleophus, but second and third mon- 
eys in the Derby amounted to $2,200, in addition 
to which he has won two purse races. J. M. 
Murphy comes next, Souflie’s Oaks and her sec- 
ond to Ida Pickwick, netting the genial turf 
correspondent $4070, The Avondale Stable has 
one stake, the Memorial, won by Ida Pickwick 
on Decoration Day, and with one handicap, two 
other purse races and some seconds and thirds, 
the winnings of that string amount to $3,490. 
The five named have won all the stakes so far.

In the past he de- 
clared her to have been the greatest of Ameri- 
can mares— at the expense of Miss Woodford, 
Firenze, Los Angeles, et al. Of course that was 
an error. Now Allan, something opines that 
“Yo Tambien was always taken to the front and 
allowed to ‘rate’ along there-” Dear! Dear! 
W’hat about the 1892 Garfield Park Derby, one 
of the mare’s greatest races? Are the records 
awry? * Or did she come from behind, and mow 
down Azra, Wadsworth, and the rest. Allan 
this and that tells us too that he had “exploit- 
ed” the mare’s powers at length and settled her 
turf standing. Exploited, forsooth I To what 
strange uses have our lexicons come, when 
achievements or doings are so demonstrated in 
a verbal way and the account charged against 
their editors and makers.
